SOVIET TROOPS HOLD 
INITIATIVE 


MOSCOW, Monday.—Fighting on 
the 2.000-mile Soviet front, from 
Murmansk to Nalchik, is virtually 


at a standstill. “The five-dav 
assault on Stalingrad, launched with 
all forces the Germans could muster, 
has been beaten off, and fighting has 
now died down to skirmishes be- 
tween small groups,” says Reuter, 
adding: ‘‘ At both ends of the 
Caucasus German progress has also 
been held up. North-east of Tuapse 
they have made no headway for the 
last two weeks and are now being 
forced to improvise a winter line in 
dificult mountain country. South- 
east of Nalchik Soviet troops hold 
the initiative. 

‘“A Soviet submarine, after 
passing through dangerous mine- 
fields in the Black Sea, sank two 
Axis ships,’’ said Moscow Radio to- 
night. ‘‘On its homeward journey 
it sank a 6,000-ton transport, and, 
evading depth charges, reached its 
base safely.”’ 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Monday. — To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states :—‘* During 
November 16 our, troops fought the 
enemy in the area of- Stalingrad, 
north-east of Tuapse and south-east 
of Nalchik. In the Barents Sea a 
German tanker of about 8,000 tous 
was sunk.

PEAT CHARCOAL 
WILL SOON BE 
AVAILABLE HERE 


(SARCOAL produced from turf 
or peat will shortly be avail- 
able for vehicles using gas- 
producer equipment. For some 
time the Industrial Research 
Bureau has been experimenting 
with various schemes for the pro- 
duction of charcoal, and have now 
reported that it can be produced 
from turf on a commercial scale, 
an Irish Times representative was 
told. 

It is understood that the work 
which will be done by various firms 
presents no difficulties, the necessary 
plant being already available. This 
charcoal will take the place of 
anthracite, of which only a limited 
amount is available and is required 
for other more pressing industrial 
purposes. Charcoal has been pro- 
duced in small quantities from wood 
in several places throughout the 
country.

AXIS REPORT 


LONDON, Monday.—The German 
News Agency reported to-night:

Adding that ‘relatively 
strong British advance guards”’ 
have pushed forward, the German 
statement said: ‘‘ By destroying 
roads, bridges and culverts and by 
extensive mining, we have created 
a number of bottlenecks through 
which an advance guard can pass, 
but which are a serious obstacle for 
the main body.’’—(Reuter.) 


FRUIT TREES ON 
DUBLIN ROADS 
NO PROSPECT JUST NOW 


Fruit trees may be planted along 
Dublin roads some time in the 
future. The Irish Roadside Tree 
Association has had tentative plans 
of this kind for some years, but an 
official of the-+association told an 
Trish Times representative vester- 
day that they could not be put into 
operation in the immediate future, 
because the temptation was too great 
on the part of passers-by in a city. 

The Wexford County Council have, 
by approving a plan for planting 
apple trees on their roadsides, been 
yoneers in this respect, and have 
the full approval and admiration of 
the association. 


Evidently the Wexford County 
Council and the LR.T.A. EE 
upon the possible results of such a 


plan, for Wexford thinks that 1t will 
do much to combat vandalism by 
fostering a sense of civic responsi- 
bility, but Dublin does not want to 
risk planting trees in any great 
numbers in unprotected places, for 
fear of pilfering. 

A well-known psychologist, when 
consulted on the matter, said that, if 
fruit trees were growing along the 
public highways in Dublin, human 
nature, being what it is. the novelty 
would very soon wear off. and people 
would not bother about them. 
‘* These high walls with broken glass 
on the top give an incentive to 
thieves, on the principle that stolen 
fruit is the sweetest,’’ he said. 


THE PEOPLE'S POLICY 
DEPUTY NORTON’S OPINION 


‘Tt was nationally mischievous 
for the Government spokesmen to 
try to make neutrality an issue in 
the forthcoming election, and the 
only purpose of such unwise and un- 
statesmanlike utterances was to raise 
doubts in the minds of belligerents 
that any party in this country stood 
for participation in the war,” said 
Mr. Norton, T.D., Leader of the 
Labour Party, at a meeting of the 
County Kildare Constituency Execu- 
tive at Newbridge. Neutrality was 
not the monopoly of any one party. 
It was the policy of the whole 
people, and not since the nation- 
wide opposition to conscription in 
1918 had there been such unity 
among the people as on the issue of 
preserving strict neutrality in the 
present conflict.

DESTROYED 


Japanese to recapture 
Solomons has been driven off. 


The Navy Department communiqué 
States :— 
‘The following résumé of recent 
events in the Solomons Islands area. 
based upon preliminary reports from 
the battle area, is necessarily incom- 
plete. Air reconnaissance during the 
early days of this month disclosed a 
heavy concentration of Japanese 
transports, cargo vessels and com- 
batant units of the enemy Fleet in 
the New Britain (North-western 
Solomons) region. An attempt by 
the enemy to recapture our positions 
in the Guadalcanal-Tulagi area of the 
South-eastern Solomons was indi- 
cated, and on November 10th it 
became evident that an expedition 
was being taunched in force. 
“Japanese naval forces approached 
the South-eastern Solomons from the 
north, as other detachments. includ- 
ing many transports, moved south- 
eastwards towards Guadalcanal from 
tabaul and Buin, where the expedi- 
tionary forces had been assembling. 
‘‘General MacArthur's _ aircraft 
were af great assistance to our naval 
forces, both before and during the 
naval actions. Army bombers made 
repeated and successful attacks on 
units of the Japanese invasion fleet 
at Rabaul and Buin. ‘These attacks 
were announced by United States 
Headquarters in Australia. 


THE SPEARHEAD 


“The spearhead of the Japanese 
attacks was a force composed of two 
battleships of the Kongo c!ass, and 
a number of other vessels believed to 
have been two heavy cruisers, fou 
light cruisers, and about ten 
destrovers. This unit reached the 
Guadalcanal area shortly after mid- 
night on the morning of November 
13, intending to bombard our shore 
positions prior to a large-scale land- 
ing from a large group of transports 
observed in the Buin-Shortland area. 

‘* This Japanese bombardment 
force was formed in three groups. 
Xs they approached the bombard- 
ment area they were engaged by 
units of our Fleet in the ensuing 
battle at close range. It was during 
this engagement that Rear- Admiral 


seemed confused. During the later 
part of the battle two of the three 
Japanese groups were firing at each 
other. Shortly thereafter enemy 
fire ceased, and the Japanese with- 
drew frem the battle and retired 
northwards. 


TRANSPORTS SUNK 


‘During the dav of November 13 
United States aircraft made con- 
tinuous attacks on damaged Japanese 
ships which remained in the area. 
During the late afternoon a large 
formation of at least 12 enemy 
transports, under heavy navy escort, 


headed towards Guadalcanal from 
the Bougainville area. As a pre 
liminary to a proposed landing an 


enemy surface force bombarded our 
positions at Guadalcanal shortly 
after midnight on the morning of 
November 14. Later in the morn- 
ing, as the transport group drew 
nearer to Guadalcanal, it was struck 
heavily by our air forces. At least 
eight of the transports were sunk.
